Claims 15, 36, 39, and 41, previously withdrawn from consideration as being 
drawn to nonelected species, have been rejoined and fully examined.

The prior art does not teach or suggest an automated diagnostic system for use in 
a computing environment, the system comprising: 

a processor configured to implement a plurality of objects which, when executed 
by the processor, interact to determine a diagnosis of a patient, wherein the objects 
include at least two of: a disease object, a symptom object, a valuator object, a question 
object, a node object and a candidates object, each of the objects comprising data and one 
or more processes that are invoked to access the data, wherein the processes of any one 
object are not permitted to access the data of another object; and 

a digital storage device for storing the plurality of objects and the corresponding 
data and processes for each object. 

The closest art is Iliff in view of Branson et al. (see at least the Office action 
mailed on 7/13/10). However, the references cited do not teach or suggest that the 
processes of any one object are not permitted to access the data of another object (e.g. in 
claim 6). The specification describes that the data of another object is encapsulated so 
that it cannot be accessed by the process of any other object. See also the Interview 
Summary mailed on 1 1/19/10 for an interview between applicant's representatives and 
SPE Marjie Moran and the undersigned examiner conducted on 1 1/9/10.
